E. W. Beatty Says Grave 
Economic Situation Cén- 
fronts Westerners

TORONTO, Ont., March 3,—‘‘Only 
time, patience and the exercise of aye 
pathetic understanding on the part! 
of the Canadian people as a whole can 
right the grave economic situation 
which confronts the west,” E, W. Beat-/| 
ty, K.C., president of the Canadian 
Pacific railway, said last night in a 
statement issued here. 

The west, Mr. Beatty declared, is 
welcoming with keen interest and gen- 
eral approval the establishment of the 
Agricultural Credits Corporation to 
finance the diversification of western 
farming, and any effort to put the 
west'’s major industry on a permanent- 
ly profitable basis will be heartily ap- 
preciated. 

While not inviting or welcoming 
patronage and charity, the west 1 de- 
sirous of taking counsel with the east 
to devise remedies for the present and 
preventive measures for the future, 
Mr, Beatty found, His statement sum- 
marized the impressions and findings 
resulting from his three weeks’ tour 
of the west, completed by his arrival 
here last night. 

SURPRISING ANSWERS 

“In most parts of western Canada,’ 
he continued, “if you ask a business- 
man as to general conditions in his 
locality, the answer you receive in a} 
surprising number of instances 1s that 


seem to think, and that signs of im- 
provement mre by no means wanting.

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PENSIONS FOR THE BLIND 


The Saskatchewan legislature passed | 
a resolution asking the Dominion Govern- | 
ment to provide pensions for ‘lind people. | 
Strictly speaking, of course, a provincial 
legislature is very much out of order in 
telling the federal parliament what it 
ought to do. But, assuming this to be a 
federal responsibility, a legislature never 
erred in a better cause. 

It is not to the credit of so wealthy a 
country as Canada that people who are 
so terribly handicapped as the blind should 
be left to find a living for themselves | 
with no help from the state. As a mini- 
mum, every blind person should be de- 
clared to come within the provisions of 
the old age pension law, regardless of his 
or her age. That would provide this most 
unfortunate class of people with subsist- 
ence, while leaving them the incentive to 
carry on any lines of business or occupa- 
tion of which they are capable. 


HIGH SCHOOL DEVELOPMENT 


The member for Medicine Hat suggests 
that second year university work should 
be taught in the high schools of Alberta. 
The proposal is probably premature, un- 
less applied in a very restricted way, but 
that is the worst that can be said of it. ] 

At present a good many of the high 
schools do not provide even first year uni- 
versity training. There would almost cer- 
tainly be protests if the Government were 
to assist one high school in teaching the 
second vear course while another could 
not teach even the first year course, 

But there is no room for argument that 
the student living in a remote part of so 
large a province as Alberta is handicapped 
in the effort to get a university education 
The cost is simply prohibitive to thous- 
ands of young men and women, a consid- 
erable proportion of whom would no doubt 
take the course if that were financially 
possible. 

There should be a steady effort to in- 
troduce first year university work in all 
the high schools of the province. And | 
when the schools have been brought up to 
that standard there will undoubtedly be 
a demand that the second year course be 
taught also, If the proposal is not pre- 
sently practicable, it points the way to 
the logical development of the high school 
system. 


A SUPER INCOME TAX? 

The Government of British Columbia 
is proposing, or threatening, to establish 
a Super income tax in that province. The 
rate suggested is one-half of one per cent; 
and this, it is intimated, would be applied 
with fine impartiality upon all incomes, 
from the smallest to the greatest. 

There is already a provincial income 
tax in that provinee, by which $5,500,000 
per year is extracted from the pockets of 
the taxpayers. The new device would col- 
lect $1,500,000 more, making a total of 
$7,000,000 per year collected income | 
taxation from a population of three-quar- | 
ters of a million, of whom one-quarter may 
be supposed to have incomes. 

No government, of course, would con- 
sider such a measure unless hard driven 
to find money with which to carry on the 
public services and meet the charges on 
the public debt. Albertans may see in the 
situation a cause for gratitude for the 
kind of government they have had. There 
is no provincial income tax in this pro- 
vince, no need or excuse for one, and no 
danger of any such need arising if ordin- 
ary prudence is shown in keepin. expendi- 
ture in hand, 

British Columbia did not arrive at the 
present pass through feeding the hungry 
in times of depression, but through spend- 
ing too freely when the times were good 
and the outlook bright. The legislature of 
Alberta should remember that when con- 
ditigns right themselves, when the future 
again assumes that deceptive rosy tint, 
and when the temptation is strong to 
scatter the provincial credit with a lavish 
hand.

Whether they are present, or are not pre- 
sent, will have little enough to do with the 
future wheat marketing policy of the So- 
viet. And the embargo is likely to have 
as little to do with the decision to send 
them or not send them. 

The Soviet will be represented at the 
conference, or will not be represented 
there, according as ii thinks to be in its 
own interest. The chances rather are that 
its delegates will be present when the roll 
is called. Why not? Moscow has found 
it to be good business to sit in at interna- 
tional confabs. Governments of other 
countries are thereby sometimes deceived 
as to Soviet intentions. And the Soviet 
always reserves to itself cornplete freedom 
of action when the talk has ended. 

Mr. Lloyd George and Mr. Ramsey 
MacDonald can bear witness that the So- 
viet never yet kept a bargain to its dis- 
advantage. And a bargain to hold back 
wheat or any other product that it can ex- 
change for manufactured goods, imple- 
ments and machinery, is a bargain that 
the Soviet could not keep without endan- 
gering its own existence, and could not 
therefore be expected to keep. 

Buying Pussian coal and equipping 
Russian wheat farms with implements 
would be altogether too high a price to 
pay for the privilege of welcoming Soviet 
delegates to a wheat-holding conference; 
and there is no censure coming to the Ben- 
nett Government for refusing to count 
their presence worth the cost. They will 
perhaps come anyway; but the Canadian 
wheat grower would like:y be neither bet- 
ter nor worse off if they were embargoed 
along with other Soviet products.

FEBRUARY BUSINESS 

From the monthly Business Summary 
the Bank of Montreal 

February is normally a quiet month in both whole- 
sale and retail trade, falling es it does between sea- 
sons, so that no significance attaches to the lack of 
briskness in general business, but it can be sald that 
prospects are believed to be somewhat brighter, En- 
couragement of confidence may, perhaps, be found in 
the tendency to halting the price decline at the re- 
cent low levels, from which in some instances a defin- 
ite rise has since occurred, Grains, notably wheat, 
are higher on the month, and the quotation fer cop- 
per has firmed. The textile industries, cotton, wool, 
reyon, have had a larger winter trade and are operat- 
ing closer to capacity than was the case a few months 
ago. Automobile production is more active as becomes 
the season, but foreign markets are not favorable, ex- 
ports of automobiles in the 10 months ending January 
31, at $15,805,000, comparing with exports of $32,- 
906,000 in the corresponding period of the preceding 
fiscal year. Improvement in the newsprint industry 
has not occurred, production in January of 184,339 
tons being practically the same as in December, For- 
est operations have this winter been on a much re- 
stricted scale, affording less employment for labor, 
and in all branches the lumber trade remains dull 
Yet constructive plans of considerable magnitude 
afoot and in preparation, are improving general con- 
ditions, not least of these being measures to provide 
work for the unemployed and to extend ald to tie 
agricultural classes,

Health and Dict Advice

GOOD MASSAGE TECHNIQUE IS IMPORTANT 

Every doctor should use or advise massage in his 
practice, Those who maintain a masseur or give 
massage themselves often develop special techniques 
which they find particularly valuable. For cxample, 
in my own office I have developed a massage move- 
ment for adhesions which ities splendid results 
which could not be achieved in any other way, espe- 
cially in internal adhesions of the abdominal organs, 
Such adhesions may follow operations, but are often 
formed during any inflammatory condition in the 
abdomen. Often the intestines become prolapsed and 
then finally adhere or grow together in the wrong 
position so that it is almost tmpossible for them 
to return to their normal place. These patients will 
always be constipated until the adhesions are broken 
down and the bowel freed 

It is often possible to see the actual effect by do- 
ing the movement while the patient is under the x- 
ray so that the exact changes taking place can be 
noted In many cases, quite severe adhesion may 
be relieved by this skillful stretching of the adhering 
tirsuos Sometimes people with constipation have 
tried a fruit fast or a good diet for a long time with 
no lasting success, In these cases it is usual that the 
trouble is coming from adhesions around the bowels 
or kinks, Also, in these cases there is no other treat- 


ment which proves as satisfactory as the massage 
technique. 
The ideal hand for massage is a broad, strong, 


well padded flexible hand. The nails must be short 
and of course the hands washed before and after 
treatment, Either talcum powder or a lubricating 
oll may be used while massaging. ‘The oil is often 
used for very thin folks, 

In taking a course of massage, just start as you 
would with exercises—start with mild treatments. Too 
heavy a treatment in the beginning will make the 
muscles sore, After a good massage the patient 
should feel rested and refreshed, with the nerves 
soothed and a general feeling of well being 

While massage looks easy it is nevertheless made 
up of a number of complicated movements, each one 
intended for w special purpose. The movements may 
include tapping, slapping, kneading, wringing, strok- 
ing, squeezing, rolling, pressing, stretching and fric- 
tion, Each particular movement has a special pur- 
pose, and the choice of movewents depends largely 
upon the region treated and upon the disorder 
which may be present, 

Massage improperly applied may actually cause 
harm, such as pressing too strongly upon an inflamed 
nerve or moying too vigorously an inflamed joint. 

Preperly applied massage may be used in almost 
every disorder, A mistake commonly made by all 
beginners 1s to massage too heavily upon the affected 
region, when more benefit sometimes comes from 
massage of other parts of the body, with only a gen- 
te or light treatment of the affected part,

SORTING 

Il is amazing, when you add it all 
up, how much sorting takes place in 
this busy world of ours, We are 
constantly arranging things accord- 
ing to their kind. It began in the 
Garden of Eden. Every fruit stand 
shows a display of sorting, accord- 
ing to size and quality, Sorting 
machines have been invented, and 
oranges, as well as peas, roll them- 
selves into their properly assorted 
sizes. But one of the biggest jobs in 
professional sorting is done in the 
postoffice. ‘There it hag become a 
fine art, and every candidate for a 
postoffice position in that service 
goes through a sorting test 

One such sheet is before me. 
contains a list of thirty-six cities of 
the United States, arranged in 
groups of three, each of the twelve 
squares representing a mail sack, for 
the three cities ia each group are 
in the same general section of the 
country, Below are printed 120 
names of the cities in irregular order, 
You are asked to mark opposite each 
city the number of the square in 
which it belongs. The time allowed 
for the job is eighteen minutes. 
Without any practice I did it in 
three minutes forty seconds, Any- 
body who would take as long as 
eighteen, or even nine, minutes 
would make a very poor sorter in- 
deed. 

Quite early in the history of men- 
tal tests sorting was introduced as a 
test of mental alertness. It depends 
on the quick detection of differences 
and relations. A pack of cards and 
a watch become a psychological ap- 
paratus, quite sufficient to sort out 


Tt 
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the quick from ihe slow. ‘The prob- 
lem soon divides, for sorting can 
proceed according to many qualities. 
In sorting a pack of cards, does it 
pay to sort them first into the four 
suits and then arrange each in 
order, or is it quicker to do both at 
once? Only a test can decide, The 
alert mind can do many kinds of 
sorting at the same time. 

When a magazine offers a prize 
for the best short story or the best 
definitions of a word, the judges 
proceed to sorting the answers, The 
hundreds of competitors are first 
sorted into good, bad and indiffer- 
ent, Then the good ones are sorted 
again into the excellent, the very 
good, the barely good. It all pro- 
ceeds by discrimination, but of 
qualities no longer forming a series, 
but in which one merit must be off- 
set agaiast another. Discrimina- 
tion and distiction form the essence 
of a critical mind, The world is 
full of so many things that order 
requires sorting. 

Apart from those who earn a liv- 
ing by professional sorting, every- 
body gets order into his world by 
sorting out the varieties of his pos- 
sessions or his judgments, And we 
are ourselves being sorted by our 
friends into all sorts and conditions 
of men and women, It takes all 
sorts to make @ world; every day is 
judgment day. 

The psychology of sorting is an 
interesting example of a test which 
arises in the practical world and can 
then be taken over, analyzed and 
systematized and méde a factor in 
mental tesis. ‘To be quick in dis- 
crimination is an asset in the mental

Robert Adam died, March 3, 1792. 
Since this day in 1792, Robert Adam, 
like another celebrated gentleman 
of the same name, but of a far 
earlier age, has been a much censur- 
ed individual.

Firing Teachers

‘There is some dead wood in every 
human institution, whether it ts @ 
state university, a state govern- 
ment, or a great industry. 

Interestingly enough, however, no 
two men will agree on the same list 
of dead wood . 

The whole problem of “cleaning 
out the dead wood" from a univer- 
sity faculty is vitally related to 
security of tenure for teachers as 
this security of tenure affects aca~ 
demic freedom. 

Unless the scholars of a univer- 
sity are free, and are made to feel 
free, to prosecute their investiga- 
tions without fear of interference 
and to publish their findings with- 
out fear of consequence, the uni- 
versity would as well close its doors, 
for it will die as a seat of unfettered 
learning and linger only as an 
agency for partisan propaganda. 

If the scholars of a university— 
after they have proved themselves 
to the point of having been admit- 
ted to the upper ranks of the fac- 
ulty--are ever put in the position 
where their security of teaure is 
likely to be denied with every 
change in the presidency of the 
university on the ground of ihe 
president's personal judgment of 
them, this priceless bulwark of 
academic freedom 1s gne. 

And—it must not be overlooke¢-— 
security of tenure cannot be main- 
tained as a safeguard to academic 
freedom without the abler and the 
more productive men. 

I want now to go on record as be- 
Heving that a full and candid ex- 
amination of this problem will 
Compe! us to conclude that, in the 
long run, one of the most profitable 
investments an enlightened com- 
monwealth makes is the money it 
spends on the relatively few less 
competent men that security of 
tenure safeguards along with its 
safeguarding of the abler and the 
more productive men. 

A great university can be main 
tained even though there is some 
dead wood on its faculties, 

A great university cannot be 
maintained unless its scholars have 
the feel of freedom from arbitrary 
dismissal that security of tenure 
gives them.

and who have, in some cases, had 
to apply to the city for some form 
of relief.

Upheld by M.L.A’s 

Despite Protests 

‘Supplementary Revenue Will Still be Col- 


lected by Government—Liberals Put 
Up Strenuous Battle 


Fighting valiantly in @ losing cause, 
Liberal members of the Legislature on 
Monday night went down in defeat, 
standing shoulder to shoulder when 
the house rejected, by a vote of 39 to 


9 the resolution moved by Hugh J, 
Montgomery, Liberal, Wetaskiwin, 
favoring the abolition of the Supple- 
mentary Revenue Tax 

The Liberals stood alone in their 
fight, with the United Farmers of 
Alberta, Conservatives, Labor and 
Independents aligned against them 


In rejecting Mtr Montgomery's 
motion the house adopted an amend- 
ment thereto, moved by Hon, R, G | 
Reid, provincial treasurer and minister 
of Jands and mines to the effect that 

“Certain questions have been raised 
as to the equality and fairness of the 
Supplementary Revenue Tax, its inel- 
dence and the extent to which any 
reduction of same is possible in view 
sources of revenue 


and the ability of the province to 
meet necessary expenditure 
“Therefore be it resolved that the 


government give special consideration 
during the coming recess to this tax 
and report to the next session of the 
legislature as to whether the tax is 
equitable and fair, as to the extent to 
which it may be reduced in the future 
and as to whether it should be re- 
placed by some other more equitable 
form of taxation,” 

Thus for the present session at 
least, the Supplementary Revenue Tax 
passes from the lists 

During the debate Hon, Mr, Reid 
took occasion to state definitely that 
there would be no iegisiation intro- 
duced at the present session designed 
to increase tits tax by reason of tax- 
ing improvements to city buildings, 

In moving adoption of his resolution, 
Mr, Montgomery stated that a fair 
esiimate of the revenues which would 
accrue to the province in the admin- 
istration of the natural resources 
showed that the government could 
reasonably expect a clear profit of 
more than $1,000,000 a year under 
present circumstances and that it was 
reasonable to expect that this yield 
would increase from year to year, As 
this was the case and as under exist- 
ing economic cenditions the burden 
of taxation in this province should 
be lightened he felt it was high time 
that the Supplementary Revenue Tax 
be abolished 

The measure, he said, was first 
enacted in 1918 and provided for a 
levy of two mills on equalized lands 
In 1924 Liberals had introduced a 
resolution favoring its abolition 

He felt people throughout the prov- 
ince were counting heavily on its re- 
peal and that it would be too bad for 
such a splendid opportunity to meet 
the wishes of the people to pasa by. 

That there was a widespread and 
general demand for its repeal, he said, 
was evidenced by the fact that such 
organizations as the Association of 
Municipal Districts sought its banish- 
ment, 

If, after repeal, it was found neces- 
sary to curtail expenditure on public 
services, he felt certain that there 
would be no objection from the people 

Hon, R. G. Reid, provincial treas- 
urer, said all realized how fortunate 
the province was in having an addi- 
tional source of revenue in the re- 
sources and in view of the prevailing 
conditions But while provincial 
revenue was always subject to fluc- 
tuation, the natural resources provided 
about the most variable type 

With an estimated deficit in 1932 
of about $350,000, he felt that mem- 
bers could not very well vote for the 
abolition of this tax. It was a time 
when the pravince should preserve tts 
credit, It had not been, as Mr, Mont- 
gomery claimed, & war-time measure, 
as the then provincial treasurer ex- 
plained that it was @ tax to supple- 
ment revenue and that there was no 
intention of removing it when the war 


W. FR, Howson, Liberal, Edmonton 
claimed that cities and with special 
reference to this city, were paying a 
“tremendous amount" to provincial 
coffers and that the Supplementary 
Revenue tax could be very well wiped 
out 

He stated that figures supplied him 
by City Commissioner David Mitchell 
showed that Edmonton last year con- 
tributed $1,128,137.28 to the province 
and received in return by way of 
grants and other matters a total of 
$157,007 The Supplementary Reve- 
nue Tax had taken $65,000 from the 
city 

He enumerated the various items 
making up the $157,097 received from 
this city and urged that in view of 
the tremendous amvuunt contributed 
that at least the Supplementary Reve- 
nue item could be obliterated, 

D. M. Duggan, Conservative leader 
said that while he was in complete 
sympathy with the resolution, he felt 


that under existing circumstances the 
amendment would fit the case better 
He felt that urban centres were mak- 
ing a disproportionate contribution to 
provincial revenue, 

He felt the argument for the aboli- 
tlon of the tax was unanswerable, but 
in view of the decreasing taxation he 
felt that it was inadvisable to act on 
the resolution at present, He felt 
that consideration must be given to 
the question of either abolishing the 


tax or substitute some other for it, | 


©. Lionel Gibbs, Edmonton, 
ported the amendment 

Premier J, EK. Brownlee said that 
taking the population and per capita 
basis of which he heard so much this 
session and taking Edmonton's popu- 
lation as from 70,000 to 75,000 or one 
tenth of the total population of the
